genera gin-counci]l, Strict provisions 
are incorporated in the ordinance to 
protect the public and the farmers 
against the fraudulent sale of oleo- 
margarine ag butter. 
Heasons for Order 
The recommendation of the food 


controller was made, it is stated, be- 
cause the high cost of production 
and the demand for export were put 
ting the price of butter eo high that 
many people were unable to purchase 


it. To reduce the price arbitrarily 
would have been unfair to the pro- 
ducer, The only alternative was to 
enable those who could not afford to 
buy butter to secure the necessary 
fats in some wholesome substitute 
form, The food controller states 
that the dairy in this will not suffer 


by reason of the sale of 
in Canada, 
“Oleomargarine’ ig defined in the 
erdinance as including “oleomargar- 
margarine, butterine, or any 
other substitute for butter which is

OLEO INEFFECTIVE 
UNTIL NEXT YEAR 


Lifting of Ban on Sale and Manu- 
facture of Imitation Butter 
is Announced 


While the manufacture and sale of 
oleomargarine is not now prohibited 
in Canada, the ban having been lifted 
by order in council from Ottawa, it Is 
not expected to have any immediate 
effect this winter in the cost of butter 
to the consumer, 


However, neat summer when the 
cold storage warehouses are being 
filled with butter the competition of 
the oleo is expected to be used to re- 
duce the price paid to the producers 
for the butterfats. It is not antici- 
pated that any oleomargarine wil! be 
made in Edmonton, at present at 
least. 

The news of the removal of the pro- 
hibition of the manufacture and sale 
of oleomargarine came as u severe 
shock to the farmers and dairymen of 
Alberta For years they have been 
developing the industry and the quaii- 
ty of Alberta butter has been unex- 
celled. Recently an expert dairy offi- 
cal of lowa was here to get pointers 
and he complimented Canada on the 
prohibition of oleo. 

It has been stated that where oleo- 
margarine is used it reduces the 
price paid to the producer for butter- 
fat and yet does not reduce the price 
which the co.sumer paye for either 
bufter or oleomargarine.

112,479 PERSONS 
POLLED VOTES 
LAST ELECTION 


This Includes Women's and 8ol- 
diers’ Votes—Cost of Elec- 
tion About $175,000 


Votes cast in the recent provincial 
election numbered exactly 112,478. 
The figures have just been officially 
compiled, showing a total, including 
the women’s and soidiers’ votes, con- 
siderabiy in excess of tat in the last 
previous eleciion. In addition to these 
home votes, there was a soldiers’ vote 
overseas of about 26,000. 

The cost of the election hae not yet 
been completely figured. Athabasca 
constituency still remaining a de- 
linquent in sending in its accounts. 
Government officials state, however, 
that the total is likely to come with- 
in $176,000, and this figure, In view 
of the large vote and the fact that 
the women's franchise made a con- 
siderable difference this year, ig re- 
garded as reasonab'y satisfactory.

PRODUCTION 


Dairy Farmers Say They Must 
Have Better Prices and 
Better Conditions 


OTTAWA, Oct. 24.—The labor sit- 
uation came in for gome discussion, 
conditiong in the West being char- 
acterized ag most serious, at jhe ses- 
sion of the milk committeé which 
finished the examination of dairy 
farmers and producers this afier- 
noon, 

In the Western provinces, it was 
Stated, so many young men had en- 
listed that the farmers were depend- 
ent on inexperienced help. The hired 
help was being paid wages of $6 
per day and board, Of the three fac- 
tors to which the increase in the cost 
of milk was attributed—food, labor 
and cows—labor was the most sers 
fous, It was suggested by a farmer 
from Manitoba that men who applied 
tor exemption on the grounds that 
they were required as farm laborers 
should be made to register so that 
they might be called upon at any 
minute, Foreign laborers now regis- 
tered as aliens should be put on the 
farms. 

An Ontario prorucer eaid that the 
cost of lapor had increased 60 per 
cent, the cost of feed 100 per cent. 
and the cost of dairy cows 60 per 
cent. Tomorrow the distributors of 
milk will be examined by the com- 
mitte and after milk is disposed of 
ice cream will be taken up. 

Fourteen or fifteeen producrs gave

Several of the 
speakers gaid that they had come to 
the conclusion that ine single tax 
method had outlived iis usefulness and 
they agreed tha. business and profes- 
sional men should be calied on to bear 
a larger share of the tax burden of the 
city than ‘hey do at present. 
Tax Library Users 

Dr. W. H. Brown said that the pro 
fessicain men should be wiling to 
help out the city, Under the present 
system, insurance companies, banks 
and professional men escaped taxa- 
tion. Dr. J. 8. Wright said -hat under 
the present system poor men, who did 
not own any kind of a vehicie, were 
compelled to pay a frotnage tax to 
maintain roads for trucking compan- 
jes and automobilists. He was in fa- 
vor of @harging the users of the pub- 
lic library a fee. 

Alderman MacDonald paid his re- 
spects to the library board. He said 
that the library was costing doube 
what it should, but that the city was 
helpless, He said {t was with the ut- 
most difficulty that some of the board 
had been induced to consent to mov- 
ing the library to the civic block, and 
SO save the citizens $400 a month rent 

Dr. R. B. Wells thought that the 
council was not excessive in its de- 
mands and believed that the doctors 
should support it. Dr. W. A. WwW, 
saw a possible injustice in that doc- 
tors with officés in a block would have 
to pay a larger tax than those whose 
vMces were in less Podern buildings 
or their own hugs.

| Ottawa, Oct. 24—"We are trying to) 
reduce the cost of distribution of foods 
to the lowest possible margin without 
upsetting the whole economic ma-~ 
chinery.” Such was the statement 
made to the Canadian Press today by 
Hon. W. J. Hanna, food controller, 
\when interviewed with regard to the 
restrictions on the sale of the package 
foods. 

“The principal reason for the ordin- 
ance restricting the sale of certain 
package foods is that substitutes for 
wheat should be made available to the 
public as cheaply as possible tn order 
to increase their use. 

“We have found that rolled oats and 
many Wheat produets when sold in the 
emallest packages often cost over fit- 
y per cent. more than when sold in 
| bulk. People do not seem to realize 
when buying the common cereals in 
smal! packages that a large percent- 
1ge of the cost is represented in the 
package and the advertising.”

is: Whether thepolicy and admin- 
istration is founded on justice and 
equity and so tends to unite the 
people in confidence and loyalty ; 
or being founded on injustice and 


inequity creates distrust and dis- | 


satisfaction and so promotes dis- 
session and disruption. The ques- 
tion is not who is in the govern- 
ment of which Hon. Mr. Meighen 
is a leading member, but, Does its 
policy and administration pro- 
mote union amongst the people or 
does it tend to disruption? On that 
point rests the question as to whe- 
ther we have a ‘‘Win-the-War’’ 
or a ‘‘Lose-the-War’’ government. 

The last bill put through par'ga- 
ment by the Borden Government 
was the act to disfranchise tens of 
thousands of citizens of Canada— 
zvnd principally of Western Can- 
ada. The citizens thus disfran- 
ehised form an important section 
of the people of the West. They 
ure not disfranchised for any aet 
or any failure of action on their 
part. They have fuifiled all the 
obligations of citizenship and have 
in no way forfeited any portion 
of their rights. They have been 
disfranchised simply and avowed- 
lv because it was believed that 
'they would vote for Liberal prin- 
‘eiples and candidates at the com- 
ing election, They have been se- 
parated from the rest of the com- 
munity in which they live and 
have been deprived of rights guar- 
anteed to them in the name of the 
crown because by reason of their 
race and language it was conven- 
iently possible to disfranchise 


them and it was believed by the 
government that a considerable 
majority of them would have 


‘voted for Liberal candidates and 
‘principles, as they had been guar- 
anteed the right to de. 

The surmise was probably cor- 
rect to some extent but not nearly 
to the extent that Las been beliey- 
ed. For instance, the local constit- 
ueney of Stoney Plain which is 
largely German-speaking, elected 
a Conservative candidate at the 
last two provincial elections, But
